Woman's Letter HKead. 

Sweeney then read an article by 
Sophie Irene Loeb, which appeared | 
recently on the Women's Pages of 
the Post-Dispatch. It outlined a 
letter from a woman who told of 
how she had entrusted her money 
to a supposed friend, who later in- 
formed her that, through no fault 
of his, the money had been lost. 

“There is no excuse for this sort 
of thing.”’ continued. “In 
considering the investment of money, 
women should first seek a reliable 
bond house.
